JI have tried _ 

to find records in Hazelhurst,/etc. and no one has anything~ Op hess 

We drove to Ft. Wayne, Indiana which is supposed to have the 

second best genealogy library in the nation, nothing. I went 

to the library at the nearest Morman church and used their census 

records which are the newest and then did order a reel from 

the church library in Salt Lake City. It only confirmed what 

we had already found out. There was a journalist by the name 

of Neely Tucker who wrote for the Detroit paper. When I found 

out that he was from the South I called him as I know how we 

Southerners are about naming our children family names. Sure 

enough he was from Starkville, Mississippi. He was being sent 

to Poland the next week but he gave me his mother's name and 

phone number and she has sent me a copy of her family tree which 

are Neelys going back a number of generations. We have a 

relative living in Houston and she has made numerous trips to 

the Clayton which is the fourth best genealogy library and we 

have bits and pieces but we cannot connect one generation and 

that would connect us to Thomas and Jacob...or at least I think 

so.

As James P. had a son he named Wilkins and a daughter he named 
Rebecca. And as David lived with Elizabeth who was 25 years 
older I am assuming she is his mother and Sarah Ann had married 
a Keese and had Betsy and was living at home with her mother. 
James P, (in Wo) had real estate worth 500, personal property 
worth 300. John's were 100 and personal 200 but David's was
